Min. Wage Bi

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House wades into a stack of 
controversial 
amendm°nts 
to- 


day as it moves toward expect- 
ed passage of a bill to raise the 
federal 
minimum 
wage 
and 


broaden its coverage. 


Supporters face a strenuous 


task in retaining the bill's full 
proposed new coverage of 7.2 
million workers, including farm 
workers and employes of hotels, 
hospitals and restaurants. 


They should have less difficul- 


ty in raising the present $1.25 an 
hour wage to $1.60, but a major 
effort is being planned to delay 
the effective date of the top rate 
from 1968. as proposed in the 
bill, to 1970. 


During four hours of debate 


Tuesday there was widespread 
agreement that wages of the 
nation's lowest paid workers 
should be raised — at least to 
the $3.ftM-a-vear regarded as 
the level of poverty in othe fed- 
ral programs. A wage of $1;60 
would produce 
an annual in- 


come of $3,200. 


It was not unanimous. Rep. 


Glenn Andrews, R-Ala., said the 
bill would create more poverty 
by forcing farms 
and small 


businesses to shut down because 
they can't pay higher wages. 


There was evidence of biparti- 


san support for the main out- 
lines of the measure, however. 
Rep. 
Alphonzo Bell, R-Calif., 


called for its passage intact, 
and Rep. William H. Ayres, R- 
Calif.. said he wanted only one 
minor amendment. 
Both are 


members of the Education and 
Labor Committee which wrote 
the bill. 


The proposal to delay the ef- 


fective date of the $1.60 wage to 
1970 
is to be made by Rep. 


Thomas G. Morris. D-N.M. The 
bill provides for an increase to 
SI.40 next Feb. 1. and a stepup 
to 1.60 a year later. 


Rep. John H. D e n t , D-Pa., 


floor manager of the bill, is 
counting on the support of Pres- 
ident Johnson to help defeat the 
Morris amendment. Johnson, in 
a talk to editors of labor pub- 
lication* Monday, endorsed the 
bill for the first time. He asked 
Congress for changes in the 
minimum wage law, but made 
no specific recommendations. 


Other amendments that ap- 


pear to have wide support would 
eliminate farm workers 
from 


coverage, 
exempt 
cannery 


workers from 
overtime, limit 


the size of retail establishments 
that would be covered, provide 
lower waees for teen-agers, and 
drop waiters and other tipped 
employes from the bill.

WASHINGTON (AP)- Army 


Engineers announced new regu- 
lations 
Tuesday 
which 
will 


greatly reduce the number of 
recreation 
areas 
at 
federal 


dams and reservoirs where user 
fees will be charged. 


Nationally, the new criteria 


will have the effect of reduc- 
ing from 955 to 163 the number 
of recreation areas where users 
must pay a fee. 


In Arkansas, the reduction is 


from 107 to 33. 


The change is expected to 


take much of the steam out of 
a drive in the U.S. House to 
pass a 
bill sidetracking user 


charges at dams 
and reser- 


voirs.

new criteria 
specifies 


that fees are to be charged at 
such 
recreation 
spots 
where 


federal expenditures of at least 
$25,000 have been made for rec- 
reation facilities, where there 
are at least 25 acres of usable 
land 
above 
the conservation 


pool, where attendance is at 
least 50,000 a year and where 
the potential exists for further 
development. 


When a recreation area does 


not meet all four of these re- 
quirements, no fee is to be 
cnarged.

FBI Listened 
to Baker on

WASHINGTON (AP) -The 


Justice Department has sent an 
unprecedented memorandum to 
the Supreme Court admitting 
that Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation agents secretly eaves- 
dropped on conversations be- 
tween a lawyer and his client — 
a former associate 
of Bobby 


Baker. 


The client, Washington public 


relations man Fred B. Black 
Jr., later was convicted of in- 
come tax evasion. But in the 
memorandum, Solicitor General 
Thurgood Marshall said Black 
should be given a court hearing. 


Marshall's 
memorandum to 


the high court, sent Tuesday, 
indicated that the FBI appar- 
ently acted on its own when it 
"installed a listening device" in 
Black's hotel suite in Washing- 
ton three years ago. 


The memorandum said that 


neither the Justice Department 
attorneys who prosecuted Black 
nor "any other attorney of the 
Department of Justice" — in- 
cluding 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Nicholas 


Katzenbach — knew about the 
electronic snooping. 


Black now is fighting his 1964 


tax conviction and has asked 
the Supreme Court for the sec- 
ond time to review his convic- 
tion. The court denied Black's 
firs' request for review May 2. 


He and Baker, former Senate 


Democratic secretary who has 
been indicted on a number of 
federal charges, were associat- 
ed in a Washington vending ma- 
chine business. 


In 
his memorandum, Mar- 


shall said the bugging, which 
took place between February 
and April 1963, "was unrelated 
to the tax evasion case." 


But he added: "The listening 


device was in operation from 
approximately two months be- 
fore 
until approximately one 


month after the evidence was 
presented to the grand jury and 
the indictment was returned. 


'During that time the moni- 


toring agents overheard, among 
other conversations, exchanges 
between petitioner and the at- 
torney who was then represent- 
ing him in connection with the 
tax evasion charges on which he 
has been convicted." 


Marshall said although the 


Justice 
Department 
is con- 


vinced "the monitoring of con- 
versations had no effect upon 
his conviction or the fairness of 
his trial, we have no doubt that 
in the circumstances i Black) is

The $332-billion figure would 


give the Treasury about $3 bil- 
lion headroom.

management of the debt If the 
added authorization was not 
needed for contingencies. 


The Treasury nearly bumped 


the ceiling in the late 1950s and 
was forced to stretch out pay- 
ments of some of the govern- 
ment's bills to remain within 
the limit.

administration's request. 


This year's request was based 


on a budget deficit of $3.9 billion 
for the fiscal year which ends 
June 30. Under a formula devel- 
oped bv former Secretary of the 
Treasury Douglas Dillon, this 
deficit is added to the existing 
temporary ceiling to reach the 
new figure. 
But the Senate-House commit- 


tee predicted a deficit under 
some circumstances might drop 
below $3.5 billion, but they can t 
foresee anything as low as the 
committee's figure.
